Two young Romulus bandits 
- who attempted to hold up a 
city man while he was trans¬ 
acting business at the National 
City Bank ATM machine — 
were nabbed after a long run 
by an off-duty Romulus traffic 
officer and policemen, who 
came to his aid. 

Veteran Police Officer Cliff 
West revealed he was stopping 
at the RJ Party Store on Wayne 
Road (near 1-94) shortly after 8 
p.m. Dec. 18, when he heard a 
squealing of car tires. 

West said he quickly ran to 
get a better view of what was 
happening near the bank, 
when he saw two young men 
fleeing from the area of the 
ATM machine. 

The dedicated officer said 
he placed his two sons in the 
care of the party store owner 
and then took after the sus¬ 
pects. 

West said he called for help 
as the duo split up, with one 
leaping over a nearby fence as 
he identified himself as a po¬ 
lice officer. 

A short time later about a 
half dozen police and one of 
the K-9 teams arrived in the 
area of McDonald’s Restaurant 
and RJ’s store. 

First they nabbed a 14-year- 


old Romulus youth hiding un¬ 
der some trees and later 
nabbed the sweating second 
suspect, Keith Polk, 19, at his 
nearby home. 

West said Polk was ar¬ 
raigned on one count of armed 
robbery in the 34th District 
Court and ordered held in lieu 
of $50,000 bail (10 percent). 

A decision will be made 
early in the new year whether 
the 14-year-old will be tried as 
an adult, West revealed. 

According to police reports, 
the pair tried to get a 44-year- 
old Romulus motorist to sur¬ 
render the cash he had just 
taken out of the ATM, West 
said. 

A Daisy style B-B gun was 
used in the holdup effort, West 
said. But instead of surrender¬ 
ing — the intended victim 
“gunned” his gas pedal and 
fled from the scene — leaving 
his cash and ATM card behind. 

The motorist’s quick action 
stunned the young pair, who 
then fled from the scene, but 
were apprehended within a 
half hour, West said. 

One irony of the holdup ef¬ 
fort was that the ATM “ate” 
both the driver’s cash and ATM 
card. 

West said the bank replaced 
both the money and card 
within days.

Never under estimate the 
power of a woman, partic¬ 
ularly when she has associates 
in high places. 

Rashmi Wadehra - a house¬ 
wife in Farmington Hills - re¬ 
vealed she was emotionally 
touched when she saw TV cov¬ 
erage of a cyclone that nearly 
wiped out Orissa state - in her 
native land of India. 

The cyclone - called India’s 
worst natural disasterJ~ regis¬ 
tered winds of up to 190 miles 
per hour and walls of water as 
high as 30 feet. 

While she admits she never 
lived in that portion of India, 


as a mother she was deeply im¬ 
pacted by the videos showing 
the haunting eyes and faces of 
the homeless in that devas¬ 
tated area. 

Storm reports from India re¬ 
port that more than 10,000 per¬ 
sons were killed by the fierce 
storm and another 1.5 million 
were left homeless. 

The storm video footage led 
Wadehra to instant action. She 
admitted early on calling Beth 
Tomasovitch of Towne Air 
Freight of Romulus for storage 
and transportation help as she 
sought to gather medicine, 
food, bedding and clothing 
supplies for the Indian home¬ 
less. 

Tomasovitch, office man¬ 


ager, and Mark Shook, director 
of regional operations for 
Towne Air Freight, never hesi¬ 
tated and supplied a 53 foot 
tractor trailer for the Indian 
relief effort. 

Towne Air Freight also sup¬ 
plied a driver to transport the 
unit first to a medical complex 
at 12 Mile and Telegraph for 
the loading process and later 
to Alliance Airlines at Chi¬ 
cago’s O’Hare Airport. 

Wadehra humbly said “if 
they (Towne Air Freight) had 
initially said ‘no,’ I probably 
would have called off my ef¬ 
forts. The fact they never fal- 
tered in their support 
galvanized my personal drive 
to help my countrymen, wo¬ 
men and children.” 

Tomasovitch is proud of 
Towne Air Freight’s efforts 
and admitted it is not the first 
time the firm has been called 
on to provide! such goodwill 
service.

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MCN veteran staffers reflect 
on 20th Century’s memories 


My last column of the 20th Century will not pre¬ 
dict the doom and gloom so many of my contempo¬ 
raries have. I do not believe Y2K is going cripple our 
natioa I do not believe the world is going to end any 
time soon. I do believe year 2000 will be as prosper¬ 
ous and fruitful as 1999. 

Rather, I prefer to reflect on the past The 20th 
Century brought many changes to the world, some 
good and some bad. We all have our favorite lists of 
people, sports heroes, records, books and events. I 
asked some of my colleagues, a couple who have 
written about significant events for over thirty years, 
what they remember as the most important Here’s 
what they said: 

Diane Ferguson, who retires from Michigan Com¬ 
munity Newspapers this week after 32-years of ser¬ 
vice. Ferguson, who has lived in the Belleville area 
all her life, said most significant to her is the chang¬ 
ing face of the city of Belleville. She remembers 
Belleville as a vibrant shopping district where any¬ 
thing and everything could be purchased. But in the 
1970’s, malls sprouted up in Ann Arbor and western 
Wayne, taking shoppers and slowly destroying the re¬ 
tail community in Belleville. Now, she sadly states, 
Belleville is nothing more than a street of offices. 

As far as world events, she notes that the Vietnam 
war, had the most significant impact on her family. 
Her brother served and survived, but her brother-in- 
law came back injured and eventually died from his 
wounds. It was a sad chapter in America’s history, 
claims Ferguson. 

Ferguson’s peer for the entire time she has 
worked at MCN, Tom Mooradian, has covered sports 
and the city of Inkster for more years than most of us 
have fingers and toes. Without hesitation, he says the 
most significant local event he has ever covered was 
the Bungalow Motel massacre in 1985. If we remem¬ 
ber Alberta Easter and her three sons were holed up 
in the Inkster hotel with an arsenal of guns and am¬ 
mo. After hours of negotiation, they opened gunfire 
on the cops outside, killing three. 

Mooradian claims the most significant national 
event during his time was our victory over Nazi Ger¬ 
many. He claims that war changed the face of the 
Earth, and we can’t even talk about the changes that 
have taken place in the last thirty years without real¬ 
izing that they came about because of WWII. 


Ron Spiel- 
man, who is in 
his 12th year at 
MCN, claims the 
protracted battle 
between Romu¬ 
lus city officials 
and deepwell 
proponents is the most significant story he has been 
involved in. That battle, which is now entering its 
eighth year, continues to grab headlines. As far as the 
most significant national event, Spielman, like many 
of his contemporaries, points to Neil Armstrong’s 
walk on the moon, as the most memorable. 

If you were to ask me, there are two events that 
stand out in my professional life. First while intern¬ 
ing in Washington D.C., I had a birds eye view of the 
Watergate proceedings. Many days I would be in the 
Senate chambers when Sam Irvin and his commit¬ 
tee grilled the Watergate suspects. I was their when 
President Richard Nixon announced his resigna- 
tioa As a political science major and budding jour¬ 
nalist these activities were awe-inspiring, yet terrify¬ 
ing, as we saw our country’s president reduced to 
tears. 

A few year’s later, I was assigned to cover the dis¬ 
appearance of Jimmy Hoffa. I shared my share of the 
stone fence in front of his cottage with several dozen 
journalists who held a daily vigil waiting to hear the 
latest update, from Hoffa’s son, James, who followed 
in his father’s footsteps and is now president of the 
Teamsters. As we all know, Hoffa’s body was never 
found and I don’t know if the family cottage is still in 
use. The few days I was there, it was certainly the 
breeding ground for all kinds of weird and nefarious 
rumors, probably started by bored journalists that 
had nothing better to do. 

Back to Diane Ferguson. Over the year’s she has 
taken on significant responsibility for this newspa¬ 
per. Her organizational skills and positive attitude 
have helped make this newspaper a success. After 
thirty-two years, most of them as the manager of our 
Belleville office, she has become an institution at 
this newspaper and in Belleville. We will miss her 
dearly, but hope all of our readers, will join us, in

There is ample seating for

Leg and head- 
room are at a premium. Al¬ 
so, cargo room is great, plen¬ 
ty to carry groceries and 
all your important 
Christmas packages. 

When examining the exte¬ 
rior of this vehicle, you can 
see just how sporty if looks.

Once again Dearborn’s 
government has planted 
seeds so its downtown will 
continue to bloom. 

The city hit the jackpot 
when it worked with a promi¬ 
nent developer to build a 
charming mixed develop¬ 
ment with a bakery, a coffee 
shop, a bagel restaurant and 
row houses on another 
Michigan Ave. block. 

The development brought 
more people downtown. Peo¬ 
ple live in the row houses, 
have fun in the coffee shop, 
and spend money downtown.

jectwell. 

I only wish that Michigan 
Ave. would bloom to the west, 
particularly in downtown 
Wayne. 

On paper, the odds favor 
redeveloping downtown 
Wayne over Dearborn. After 
all, with five Ford plants in 
town, captured tax dollars 
are rolling into Wayne’s DDA 
The city can afford to create 
quality plans. 

About three years ago, 
Dimitri Bachas, a project 
manager for the Duany com¬ 
pany, one of the country’s top 
urban planners, said his firm 
could do the job for about 
$250,000. 

Other quality firms, in¬ 
cluding the firm that de¬ 
signed Dearborn’s first pro¬ 
ject, would work for less, and 
accomplish the same thing: a 
pedestrian downtown bring¬ 
ing middle class residents in¬ 
to homes and attract new 
shops, boutiques, and restau¬ 
rants downtown, putting a lot 
more life into the city. 

Yet, despite the examples 
of Dearborn, Femdale, Royal 
Oak, and Hazel Park, Wayne 
apparently lacks the confi¬ 
dence in its downtown to 
plan a town square there. 

Instead of creating designs 
for a charming mix of shops, 
offices, apartments, and 
restaurants and calling for 
proposals from prominent 


developers, the city goes 
along with plans for offices 
and subsidized housing, de¬ 
velopments not calculated to 
bring more middle class citi¬ 
zens to shop or have fun in 
town. 

In the worst example of 
planning, the city has held a 
prime Michigan Ave. parcel 
for over two years for a pro¬ 
posed subsidized housing 
project. (I should know, I 
tried to buy it, but that’s an¬ 
other story.) 

While affordable housing 
and medical offices are nec¬ 
essary in any community, 
Wayne has more than 
enough. 

Wayne needs to improve 
residents’ quality of life with 
a pedestrian downtown to 
blend with its existing new li¬ 
brary and old riverside park 
and to bring more shoppers 
to the city’s bars, restaurants 
and businesses. 

Wayne can afford to hire 
an urban planner experi¬ 
enced in reviving down¬ 
towns. As for finding promi¬ 
nent developers, five of the 
six who bid on the Dearborn 
project will still be looking 
for a project to do when 
Wayne comes calling. 

Due to inflated land and 
development costs in Canton 
and the lack of sewer and 
water in Van Buren, develop¬ 
ers will jump at the chance to 
build unsubsidized buildings 
in downtown Wayne. 

Opportunity knocks. 

All the new Wayne City 
Council needs is confidence 
that downtown Wayne is as 
good as downtown Dearborn. 
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Richendollar 
should improve 
teaching or get 
out of the way 

To the Editor : 

In response to a growing na¬ 
tional educational crisis and 
mounting concern expressed 
by educators, legislators, aca¬ 
demics and parents, the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts, 
followed closely by the States 
of New Jersey and California, 
recently instituted measures 
that would substantially in¬ 
crease educational standards 
within local schools. This pro¬ 
gressive action in response to 
a growing state and national 
educational crisis was, ol 
course, opposed by many ol 
the less than progressive 
teachers’ no submissively en¬ 
gaged in their union’s imposed 
unqualified lock-step in sup¬ 
port of the status-quo. 

Several weeks ago, the De¬ 
troit News and Free Press 
published the results of an ed¬ 
ucational survey of Public Ed 
ucational Institutions withir. 
Macomb, Oakland and Wayne 
Counties. That substantial 
piece of analysis and reporting 
concluded with the awarding 
of passing or failing grades to 
each of the school districts re¬ 
viewed. Of the many school 
districts included in that 
News/Free Press study, only 
four received the dreaded “F,” 
for failing to achieve generally 
acceptable educational re¬ 
sults. One of these four was the 
Van Buren School District, led 
for many years by Superinten¬ 
dent James Richendollar. 

The distressing News/Free 
Press report of the Van Buren 
School District’s failure (read 
Richendollar’s and the Boards 
failure) to provide an accept¬ 
able educational product for 
our children was greeted by 
our high priced superintendent 
and his five school board 
chums with an attack on the 
Detroit News/Free Press and 
the usual time-worn excuses. 
Missing in their collective re¬ 
sponse (except for the two 
board members Losen and 
Bowles, who have been harp¬ 
ing for years on the need for 
improvements), was any ex¬ 
pression of regret from the ad¬ 
ministration or board, any new 
plan for reviewing the prob¬ 
lems highlighted by the News/ 
Free Press, any possible 
changes in curriculum, and 
any possible changes in pre¬ 
sent standards which would 
help ensure that the problems 
that resulted in the Van Buren 
District’s failing “F” would be 
addressed and resolved. 

In his book A Conspiracy oj 
Ignorance, best selling author 
Martin L. Gross researched 
and reviewed the American 
Educational Establishment. 
His conclusion: like the Van 
Buren School District, the 
American Education Estab¬ 
lishment is in deep trouble. 
And it is this trouble that re¬ 
sulted in the progressive ac¬ 
tion by Massachusetts as well 
as several other states in de¬ 
manding educational improve¬ 
ments in spite of the vocal, 
vociferous opposition from 
teachers, superintendents, 
and administrators. But why 
has such a growing national re¬ 
sponse to our present educa¬ 
tion nightmare taken so long to 
generate any formal action? 
Any why have the Van Buren 
School District’s concerned 
parents not stormed the dis¬ 
tricts educational gates in 
protest? Perhaps, like Detroit 
parents, they also felt power¬ 
less to affect positive change. 

Perhaps, if Richendollar is 
unwilling or unable to search 
for an answer, and/or his five 
chums on the school board are 
unwilling to demand answers, 
and Van Buren District par¬ 
ents continue to feel helpless, 
perhaps, just perhaps, we 
should consider asking the 
State to take-over the Van 
Buren School District as well. 
Through such a State appoin¬ 
ted School Board, perhaps we 
might then be able to secure a 
board with the courage to 
search for the right people and 
the right answers. 

It is time for action. It is 
time for change. Van Buren’s 
children deserve the first-class 
education we are paying the 
district to provide. To the Van 
Buren School Board and Su¬ 
perintendent Richendollar: ei¬ 
ther lead, follow, or get out of 
the way!

Be sure to take 
care of your 
rodents 

To the Editor: 

I provided a succession of 
hamsters with well-ventilated, 
spacious cages they enjoyed 
climbing, treadmills, whole¬ 


some food, regular cage cleans 
and frequent out-of-cage time. 
Nevertheless, they all died far 
short of normal life span. 

After adopting two mice, I 
learned about the pine shav¬ 
ings I had used for the hams¬ 
ters’ bedding. Softwood 
shavings, particularly cedar 
and pine, have aromatic oils 
that have been linked to respi¬ 
ratory, liver and skin diseases 
in animals constantly exposed 
to them. This has been con¬ 
firmed by veterinarians. 

Initially, you notice nothing 
unusual. Later on, it never 
crosses your mind that the ani¬ 
mals’ illnesses or death could 
be related to traditional bed¬ 
dings. But autopsies have re¬ 
vealed afflictions associated 
with softwood exposure. Peo¬ 
ple report improvement in ani- 
mals’ conditions after 
switching to other bedding. 
One study found that when 
given free choice animals re¬ 
ject softwood shavings in favor 
of other types of beddings. 

Most animal research 
laboratories-even though they 
often do horrible things to 
animals-avoid softwood shav¬ 
ings (their toxic qualities 
would offset the findings of 
other toxicity tests). But peo¬ 
ple who are devoted to their 
pets are largely uninformed. 

Studies have found that 
people in the woodworking in¬ 
dustry who are exposed to soft¬ 
wood dust have higher than 
usual incidences of squamous 
cell cancers of the respiratory 
tract. Softwood shavings can 
aggravate other human respi¬ 


ratory ailments or allergies. 

My mice are doing well with 
a non-toxic bedding made 
from reclaimed wood pulp 
waste. They also like soft tis¬ 
sue paper. Other safe beddings 
include those made ‘from 
pressed paper pellets, alfalfa, 
grain by- products, aspen, 
straw, or recycled newspaper 
printed with soy ink (regular 
print can be harmful).

Braces: When is the Best Time? 

Question: My child’s teeth are not straight. 
When should I start thinking about braces? 

Answer: This is a question we often get from 
concerned parents. Their child may have some 
crowding of the teeth or teeth that are erupting at 
different angles than the rest. 

What I can tell you is that generally, children are not 
placed in full braces until they lose most of their baby 
teeth, usually around age 9-11. However, there are 
many situations which occur before this age which 
may warrant some intervention by the orthodontist 

Some children, for example, may need early expansion of one or both of the jaws to 
allow proper growth of the permanent teeth. Others may need to wear retainers or 
have appliances placed which guide one or several teeth into proper alignment. Many 
children who lose baby teeth prematurely due to cavities or accidents may need to 
wear space maintainers to assure that the space for the permanent teeth is not lost.

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DDA calls for help 

in financial mess 


The Belleville Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA) 
has called in the big guns to 
help them out with a recent fi¬ 
nancial debacle. DDA chair 
Toby Leis, Mayor Tom Fielder 
and city manager Steven Wal¬ 
ters sent a letter to State Sena¬ 
tor Loren Bennett and State 
Rep. Bruce Patterson asking 
them to assist in an appeal on 
a State Tax Commission deci¬ 
sion to reduce DDA revenues. 

The reduction comes from a 
Tax Commission auditor’s con¬ 
clusion that the DDA is not eli¬ 
gible to capture tax revenues 
on the Crosswinds Develop¬ 
ment. Until 1994, the DDA Act 
allowed local DDAs to capture 
property tax revenues gener¬ 
ated by all local property tax 
millages, including school 
millages, on new development 
and growth within a DDA dis¬ 
trict for approved DDA pro¬ 
ject. 

However, as part of school 


finance reform in 1993 and 
1994, the DDA Act was 
amended to generally prohibit 
a DDA from capturing reve¬ 
nues derived from school 
property taxes. Once Proposal 
A was approved, this provision 
had the effect of reducing rev¬ 
enue to the local DDAs by 
about half. 

The State, however, “grand¬ 
fathered” each situation, and 
allowed DDAs to continue cap¬ 
turing school tax revenues for 
obligations approved before 
August, 1993, as long as they 
met certain technical provi¬ 
sions before the following 
spring. 

The DDA says Crosswinds 
meets the requirements, but 
the State disagrees. 

The disagreement boils 
down to an approximate $2,375 
million revenue loss for the 
City, and a potential inability 
to retire the city’s debt on the 
project.

The tree is trimmed, and the 
stereo hums with melancholy 
holiday music. The entire fam¬ 
ily is gathering for a magical, 
Norman Rockwell holiday....or 
not. Add to that scenario some 
disillusionment, or rejection, 
or liquor, and you’ve got a 
lineup at the Wayne County 
Circuit Court Family Division. 

When emotions and expec¬ 
tations run high, as during the 
holiday season, so do the nu¬ 
mber of people seeking per¬ 
sonal protection orders (PPOs) 
from the courts, said Judge 
Richard Halloran during a 
presentation to the Belleville 
City Council. The presentation 
was an educational mission to 
let local governments know 
how to better direct people 
seeking PPOs. 

Halloran says the holiday 
season is the busiest time of 
the year for PPO issuance, and 
they’re usually sought for pro¬ 
tection from a spouse, lover, or 
former spouse or lover, a 
neighbor or family member. 

More than 1,000 PPOs are is¬ 
sued in Wayne County every 
month, but Halloran said the 
increasing number does not 
mean there is more domestic 
violence than there used to be. 
It's simply that attitudes are 
changing. 

“People are finally recog¬ 
nizing [it’s a crime] and the po- 
lice are responding now 
finally,” he said. “We grew up 
in a situation where everyone 
believed it was okay to do that 
sort of thing....but we don’t tol¬ 
erate it anymore.” 

The purpose of the PPO is to 
“get the fighting to stop,” Hal¬ 
loran said. Further, he said, 
the Circuit Court can also offer 
a forum to resolve differences 
at the root of the fighting. 

Halloran said it’s a simple 
process to obtain a PPO, and in 
a pressing situation, the appli¬ 



cant can usually get one in two 
or three hours. 

They’re free, and you don’t 
need an attorney. You can get a 
PPO even if you live in the 
same house as the person ha¬ 
rassing or abusing you.

SYNOPSIS 

CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF 

VAN BUREN 
TELECOMMUNICATIONS 
ORDINANCE #12-7-99 (1) 

This is the second reading for adoption of the Ordinance 
The Charter Township of Van Buren ordains: 

Legislative Findings and Purpose: The Charter Township of Van 
Buren has the right and authority to manage and maintain activites 
upon and within the Public Rights of Way, and to require individuals, 
partnerships, corporations and any other private entity, however de¬ 
fined, that wishes to conduct construction in, improvements upon or 
business operations within, to obtain non-exclusive approval and to 
reimburse the Township for costs incurred as a result of the activities 
within the Public Rights of Way. Furthermore, given the finite limits of 
space and areas available in the Public Rights of Way, and the need to 
plan for and prevent conflicts and confusion within the Public Rights 
of Way, the Township has the autohrity and abilites to limit, modify or 
deny access to any of its Pubilc Rights of Way or to, within the limits 
and ability of the best current technology, to require the cooperation of 
systems or property within the Public Rights of Way.

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Detroot spoils 'Bo’s’ debut 


Late-start proves fatal for Vikings against Community

Bo Dukes knew he was in 
trouble when only six players 
showed up at the bus. 

And the problems multi¬ 
plied for the first-year Inkster 
High basketball coach when 
he learned that his opponent 
on Monday, Detroit Commu¬ 
nity, had already played seven 
games and was 5-2 going into 
the Motor City Classic. 

Due to a scheduling glitch 
(no, don’t blame Y2K for this 
one) Dukes and the Vikings 
were making their belated de¬ 
but on the hardwood. It was 
Inkster’s first and only game of 
the 1999 phase of the 1999-2000 


season. 

“We were nervous, very ner¬ 
vous,” said Dukes, after Com¬ 
munity spoiled his coaching 
debut, 62-53. “It showed out 
there. Also, it was our first 
(game) and our opponent had a 
quite few more games than we 
did.” 

Though nervous, Inkster 
managed to leap ahead, 15-14, 
in the first quarter thanks to 
6-8 James Swanigan’s control 
of the boards and back- to- 
back baskets by Darius Kinc- 
annon. 

But Community made its 
move when Swanigan commit¬ 
ted his third personal foul 
early in the second quarter, 
and Dukes was forced to re¬ 


place his center with his sixth 
and only other player on the 
bench who was recently ele¬ 
vated to varsity status from the 
junior varsity squad. 

Led by Artie Lockett, the 
Detroiters outscored the Vi¬ 
kings 22-10 in the second eight- 
minutes and went up 36-25 at 
the half. Inkster remained 
close the rest of the game. The 
Vikings trailed by eight (50- 42) 
for three and came within four 


in the final four minutes, but 
they failed to capitalize on 
eight consecutive free throws 
that led to their downfall. 

“We were horrendous at the 
line,” said Dukes, who pointed 
to his team’s 11 of 26 perfor¬ 
mance at the free throw line as 
one of the reasons for the de¬ 
feat. “We also didn’t shoot well 
from the field. We made a mea¬ 
ger 16 of 59 shots.” 

But Dukes had praise for his 


players. He said that they 
tired, but would not quit. 

“It’s rough when you have 
only six players,” he added. 
“These kids have heart. They 
won’t quit on you.” 

Dukes said that he is at¬ 
tempting to recruit more man¬ 
power for the team, and there 
is at least one player, a 6-5 for¬ 
ward, who could help, how¬ 
ever, he is academically 
ineligible at present. 

In their season’s opener, 
Swanigan did an excellent job 
on the boards where he col¬ 
lected a game-high 17 re¬ 
bounds and also chipped in 
with 10 points. Kincannon’s 13 
points were the team’s high, 
while Community got a game 


high 19 from Lockett. 

Inkster also received nine 
points and seven rebounds 
from Michael Hunter and Ran- 
dall Gaines finished with 
eight. Alphonso Clark played 
32 minutes and contributed 
five points and six assists. 

Next in line for the Vikings 
is none other than arch-rival, 
Dearborn Heights Robichaud. 
Robichaud will pay a visit to 
the Viking gym on Tuesday in a 
crossover Mega Conference 
game. 

On Jan. 7, Dukes and the Vi¬ 
kings began their long and may 
be frustrating Mega Confer¬ 
ence, Red Division trail. They 
face Willow Run for a divisio¬ 
nal opener.
